BRIXTON PRISON 
CRITICISED. 


SHOULD RULES BE 
RELAXED? 


The treatment of persons who 
ure remanded to Brixton Prison 
to await trial is strongly criticise? 
in the current Issue of the “Howard 
Journal” (the journal of the Ito 
ward League for Penal Reform). 

An editorial article in thi 
journal says: 


“It is astonishing that while so 
much has been. done during ty 
last 20 years to humanise the con 
ditions of life for the convictus 
inmates of our Iocal and convict 
prisons, the treatment of person: 
arrested and awaiting trial in 
Brixton Prison shows no improve 
ment. 7 

“tt is in many ways harsher 
than the regime for: men unde 
fentence, and hns actually becom 


Severer since 1926." 


The article points out that ur 
to 1926 the prison visttora were 
allowed fall liberty to visit all re 
mand and trial prisoners, many 
‘af whom are remanded in custody 
simply hecuuse§ they cannot xe 
householders to stand small sum: 
as bail for them. 

‘In 11926 the newly-appoint:d 
medical officer excluded visitor. 
from the observation ward, nnd a 
few months Jater the visitors wert 
forbidden to visit all remand o: 
trial prisoners’ except in specia 
cages. : 

“The remand prisoner may not 
smoke ‘though probably he ‘neve: 


[in his life stood so much in neer 


of something to calm his nerves: 
He has been suddenly cut off from 
the outer world. He knows nei 
ther the best nor the worst; h 
cain see no way. ‘No wonder th 
authorities in’ remand prisone 
suard so carefully’ against sui-

“The remand prisoner can se 
his friends and Jegal advisers ant 
the chaplain is always ready tc 
help, so why worry about othe: 
visitors? Authority seems to 
forget that some prisoners ar 
friendlcss and seme are forgotte: 
by their friends when disgrac 
threatens. : 

“All the prisoners of whom we 
write (the article adds) are ‘in 
nocent,’ for they have not. bee 
proved guilty, Yet thelr treat 
ment at Brixton belies the pre 
sumption of innocence which th 
Inw enjoins. Some relaxation ‘0 
the present rules ig) an urgent 
need.” :

ON JURIES. 


DICTUM RAISES A 
NEW STORM. ~ 


- Mr. Justice MeCardie, who has 
oassed a bachelor judge's judg- 
ment on such controveisin! issues 
is women’s dreas, marringe and 
babies, has now stirred up another 
storm. 2 . 

This time it is his considered 
yvoncung.ment that woman jurors 
have done nothing to promote the 
administration of justice. 

Women batristers and solicitors 
as well aa many judges and coun- 
gel are challenging Mr. Justic2 
McCardie’s point of view—coura- 
rcously expressed in an address to 
an audience of women at the 
forum club. 

“Wonten,” he told them, “have 
lone very Jittle harm in the ad- 
ministration of the law owing tc 
the predominant number of men 
on juries, but they have contribut- 
ad nothing. 

“They are attentive ond care- 
ul, and often intelligent, but they 
are too emotional, too nervous, 
ind too inexparience! in innumer- 
able matters concerning human 
life.” : 

Sometimes in murder (rinks wo- 
men jurors fainted. He had seen 
them with white, strained fnecs 
on the verge of a nervous brenk- 
dawn. ay 

Business Phrases, 

In certain cases it was dificult 
for a woman even to discuss the 
case with male jurors. Women 
jurors are supposed to be needed 
to guard the interests of girls, bu: 
ie thought men were better for 
the purpose. Women would often 
acquit a man where men jurort 
would convict.

N.-W. Soman (a well- 
known London sollefter): “In 
‘mses Where women and children 
are concerned, for example, wo- 
men jurors bring a point of view 
to a jury which is outside the. ken 
of men, IT do not think motern 
women are carried away ly their 
emotions, and even when their 
judgment docs depend upon in- 
tuition, in nine cases out of ten 
their judgment is correct.” | 

A Woman Barrister; “I should

juries judge rightly or wrongly 
Judges should not know how any- 
me votex én juries.”

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EXTRALITY AGAIN. 


British trading interests in 
China are at the moment greatly 
concerned over the question of the 
possible early ‘abolition ~— of 
extrality rights. There is a wide- 
spread feeling that some definite 
atep towards this end will be taken 
within the next few weeks, the 
¥eneral opinion being that, except- 
ing in x few of the principal 
Treaty Ports, the syxtem will come 
to an end as from January Ist. 
The negotiations which have been 
Proceeding between Sir Miles 
Lampson and the Nanking Foretgn 
Office ure said to have been, for 
all intentd’ and purjoses, con- 
eluded, only mere formalities 
remaining to complete the task. 
Unhappily, there has been a 
marked reluctance on the part of 
the British Government to give the 
slightest indication of the trend of 
the negotiations, but from 
unofficial sources there have been 
insistent reports that Britain is 
prepared to surrender the greater 
part of tho privileges now enjoyed 
under the system of ‘consular 
jurisdiction. It is these rumours 
which have caused very consider- 
able anxiety to manifest itself in 
British circles in the principal 
trading centres of China. 

The belief that big changes are 
impending ia strengthened after 
reading a speech which Sir Harry 
Fox, formor H.M. Counsellor in’ 
China, recently delivered to mem- 
bers of the Royal Empire Society 
in London. Although he laid 
stress on the point that he apoke 
with no official authority, merely 


expressing views based on forty | 


years’ experience in the consular 
service in China, Sir Harry's 
remarks convey the impression 
that he has inside knowledge on 
the extrallty Issue and on the 
probable course of the Sinc-British 
negotiations. In the main, _ his 
speech amounts to.ao plea to 
foroign — business and financial 
intorests in China not to be unduly 
alarmed at the prospect of the 
early abolition of oxtrality. He 
even goen so far as to suggest 
that, onco the transition parlod ‘is 
over—a period which, he admita, 
will bo o difficult and trying ono 
‘for British: Intereste—a very: cons

result, and, what is more, that this 
trade will be carried on under 
more favourable conditions than 
have obtained In recent years. 
Reasons, though not unduly con- 
vincing ones, are given in support 
of this belief. The main point of 
Interest, however, is the sugges- 
tion thrown out that the duration 
of the “transition period” 
largely depend on the ability of 
the Chineae ta sect up a stable 
Central Government, free from 
military interference. The 
obvious inference here fa that 
there ix to be a complete akandon- 
ment by Britain of former 
policy of making the surrender of 
extrality rights contingent on the 
creation of such a Government. 
If Sir Harry Fox's views reflect 
the probabilities, Britain is 
consent to the wniving of existing 
rights before a Government has 
been evolved capable of guarantec- 
to British

Nanking Government's 
not run over the greater part of 
Chinn. Indeed, there are to-day 
some half a dozen Governments in 
tho country which claim to be in- 
dependent of Nanking. Even Sir 
Harry Fox has to make admis- 
sions which reveal the 
wenkness of the present situation 
and point the danger of precipi- 
tate action. For example, he con- 
cedes that Chinese courts of law, 
even the modern ones sect up in 
the Treaty Ports, are not indepen- 
dent ns they should be, “and there 
is no guarantee at present that a 
British subject coming into a 
court cither as plaintit 
or defendant will receive an 
absolutely fair hearing.” It is 
further admitted that Chinese 
officials and courts lack the power 
to enforce company, factory and 
{rade mark laws. Yo it is sub- 
mitted by Sir Harry Fox that the 
Chinese Government must sec to 
it that the liver and property of 
forcign traders nre properly safe- 
guarded, that laws and regulations 
governing foreign trade are 
honestly administered, and, above 
all, that security must be provided 
for foreign investors. These, he 
says, are among the obligations 
which the Chinese . themselves 
muat fulfil “if they wish to con- 
tinue trading with us under the 
altered conditions.” We would 
suggest however, that these are 
the very points with which China 
must show some ability of comply- 
ing before she can expect extrality 
rights to be surrendered. Sir 
Harry Fox's attitude ia equivalent 
to putting the cart before the 
horse. We can only hope that it 
does not correctly reflect British 
intentions.

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PRINCE SUED FOR 
LIBEL. | 


FOREIGN MINISTER'S 
ACTION. ~ 


Viennn, Nov. 26. 

Prince Starhemberg, | comman- 
dur-In-chief of , the Helmwehr 
(Home Gunrd), wns fined 200 
schillings here to-day, with the 
alternative of four days' Imprison- 
ment. 

This waa in sequel to a libel 
action brought by Dr. Schober, the 
Foreign Minister, on the ground 
that Prince  Starhemberg had 
publicly stated that he was respon- 
sible for the Heimwehr putach tn 
Styria, Upper Austria, on Septem- 
ber 13,

It was a 
constant joy to her in her later 
years to sce her former scholars 
tuking their places in the ranks 
of those who served aa teachers, 
doctors, nurses, Church workers 
and homemakers, 


Speaking about 
herself, Miss 
phasised = her 


Miss Davies 
Hutchinson em. 
readiness to ac- 
knowledgé her indebtedness to 
her co-workers. She was wont to 
say that she herself had «done 
little, but she had always been 
fortunate in her Chinese and non- 
Chinese colleagues. But it is 
none the less true that for thirty 
years it was her untiring energy, 
her faith in face of disappoint- 
ment, her courage in face of dithi- 
culty that provided the real in- 
spiration for the work and 
achievement of the school, She 
had, also, the power and the 
readiness to wppreciate and accept 
new ideas, and so was uble ns she 
grew older to retain her sympathe- 
tic understanding of those younger 
generations with whom she came 
into contact. Her greatest regret 
when the time for retirement came 
was that she was at the end of her 
kervice and not at ita beginning. 
Miss Hutchinson referred briefly 
to her illness and death, and ended

“He has knocked me down on 
Saturday night, and then got up In 
the pulpit on Sunday and prench- 
ed.” 

Husband's Denials. 

The husband, in evidence, told 
the mnuistrates he had been out 
of work for 15 months, and through 
the generosity of a Indy had re- 
cently obtained work as a parlour 
man at Us, a week with board and 
lodging.

FOR S. AFRICA. 


AID FOR PRIMARY 
PRODUCTS. 


Pretoria, Oct. 2). 

A subsidy ‘on all South African 
exports of primary products 
(exclusive of gold, diamonds, and 
sugar),-=which would involve the 
expenditure af a total of slightly 
more than £2,000,000, was forecast 
‘to-day by the Mintster of Finance, 
Mr. Havengit. 


The Minister announced ‘that a’ 


scheme for a subsidy to the extent 
of 10 per cent. of the f.od. value 
of primary, products would be 
introduced by the Government of 
South Africa. 

The measure, he said, was 
purely an emergency one, designed 
to assist primary produce 
a gpeelal secsfon of ) 
would be entled to pays leyislation 
making tha scheme vatid trom the 
date’ of the announcement, 

The subsidy would be effective 
for twelva months in order that 
each clnas of product mivht reap 
the benefit, and the primiage duly 
would continue for the «same 
period or for lons? enough to defray 
the neyroseate subsidy, 

Despite repeated requests from 
primary producers and others, the 
Minister seid, the Government 
were determined to adhere to the 

"gold standard. The funds 
required to pay the snbsidy, it was 
Proposed to obtain by a special 
Customs duty or primage duty of 
five per cent. ad valorem on all 
fmports from all — countries, 
whether on sterling, gold, or other 
standard, 

It was hoped by this means to 
restore in purt the loess an 
exchnnve to producers exporting to 
sterling countries, and to place 
those who export to vold countries 
on a more equal footing with their 
competitors who ship frem couni- 
tries with n depreciated currency.
